In fact, the effect Is 
already felt and the stopping of the 
liquor business in those states that 
now have total or partial prohibition 
has thrown great num bers of people 
out of employment and the end is far 
from being in sight. 
This is what farseeing officials of 
the American Federation of Labor 
say. 
They assert that it is impossi­ 
ble to reckon the changes in labor and 
industrial conditions that will 
be 
wrought by prohibition, either as it 
has thus far gone or as it may be! 
expected to go. 
For instance, it is reckoned that • 
the cigar and tobacco business will 
be dealt a hard blow by the spread j 
of prohibition, it has been hurt a1- » 
ready and seems likely to lie injured 
more. 
Cigarmakers* unions are co m -1 
plaining of it and their complaints 
are reaching the A. F. of L. offici­ 
als. 
The adoption of prohibition in 
any state means that thousands of 
men in the making of 
cigars and 
m anufacturing of tobacco are forced 
out of work. 
The reason for this, as explained 
by labor officials, is that the sales 
of union cigars are now cl '.efly 
in 
union saloons. 
The closing down of 
a saloon is almost certain to shpit up 
the avenue of sale*for a large number 
of union made cigars. 
The 
trust- 
made cigars are sold through stores 
of the trust and 
through 
various 
shops and stores. 
Prohibition, there­ 
fore, works to the injury of union- 
made cigars and tobaccos and helps j 
the non-union goods. 
Further than this, the tendency of 
men when drinking is to smoke, too. 
Shutting off the drink supply tends! 
to lessen the actual 
demand 
for 
smokers’ supplies. 
It is stated by a prominent lal>or 
official here that probably a mil­ 
lion of men have been directly affect­ 
ed bv prohibition.
